own policy; and the general attitude 
of the EMPEROR in reference to social 
and industrial questions, which has re.

old world ideas on these subjects. That the 
EMPEROB is right in his courageous attempt 
to face the difficulties of the day in a thoroughly 
modern spirit is beyond all dispute, whatever 
may be the practical results of his efforts; 
but to expect Prince BISMARCK to approve 
the new departure would be to expect too 
much. Besides differences with the Sovereign, 
Prince Bismarck has troubles with the 
Reichstag.

In addition to the three English and 
several Spanish delegates, France, Italy, Switzer 
land, Ho d, Germany, Austria, Portugal, and 
other countries will be represented. 

The death is announced of Mr. John Rogers 
Herbert, honorary retired Royal Academician. 
He was born on January 23rd, 1810, and was the 
son of a controller of Customs at Maldon, a 
Essex. He was sent to London in 1826, and bo- 
came a student of the Royal Academy. His 
earliest exhibited pictures (1830-35) consisted of 
portraits. 

Sir John Lubbock on Wednesday night opened 
a new public free library in Ravenscourt Park, 
Hammersmith. He maintained that we in 
London scarcely did justice to our vestries and 
local bodies, and that we had greatly advanced iu 
self-government. The inhabitants of the metro- 
polis had great difficulties to contend against, but 
in four important respects—health, pauperism, 
education, and free lilraries—we could fairly 
stand comparison with other large towns. 

The Garonne, from Bourdeaux with wine, 
arrived at Southampton on Wednesday, and 
landed six foreigners with six performing bears. 
The men had no money with which to pay the 
¡dock dues on their animals, and consequently 
| they were detained. They suggested that a police- 
man should accompany theia round the town, 
while they made a collection, but eventually one 
of the men went to the French consul in to 
raise tho necessary funds. 

A telegram from Omsk, in Siberia, announces 
the arrival at that place of the Cossack officer 
Peschkof, who has undertaken to ride alone, with 
one horse, from Blagovestchensk, the chief Rus- 
sian station on the Upper Amoor, to St. Peters- 
burg, a distance of 5,437 miles. In a letter to his 
commanding officer, written from Irkutsk, the 
enterprising Cossack says:—“ Tra 2,451 
versts (1,634 miles) in 49 days; in the saddle 323 
hours. The road in general is atrocious.” 

Mr. Morley addressed a public meeting at 
Stepney on Wednesday. Alluding to the whispere 
of adissolution of Parliament, he eaid they had 
thrown the Tory party into a state of confusion 
distraction, and demoralisation. He denounce 
as misrepresentations the story that he had 
entered into a compact with Catholics and other 
religious denominations to introduce a system 
contrary to the old Liberal policy, and added that 
all he had done was; to advocate the extension of 
the Scotch system to this country. 

A new phonograph, simplified from Edison's 
model by a painter named k'ossati, is mentioned 


in the Milan papers. It is described as a simple 
apparatus, ing up little room, and costing less 
than 100 francs. Fossati's phonograph re- uces 


music and the human voice in a marvellous 
manner. The wax cylinders made by Fossati cost 
very little, and by means of galvano plastic he 
transfers the impressions on the wax cylinders to 
zinc ones, which can bo bought for twenty-five 
centimes each. 

William Henry Lobb, commercial traveller, 
Burton-on-Trent, at Chester Assizes, before Mr. 
Justice Smith, recovered 2750 damages from 
Charles Bartley, coach proprietor, Llandudno. 
The plaintiff, while staying at Llandudno, left 
with his wife for a pleasure trip to Penmaenmawr.
